fartin Luther King Jr. is still begging the 
unity to accept the concept of Negro 





Dr. King spoke to one of the largest audiences 
pes, to hear a speaker at URI, 5000 
people. At least three-quarters of his audience were 
students, : 

= Speaking in a state commonly called “Little 
 Georgia™ by Southern Negroes, he should have been 
‘more forceful. “ 

Arh “The members of this audience were aware of the 
civil rights movement before he spoke. The members 
of this audience were aware of the progress which 

“has been made in the past 10 years. The members of 

‘this audience were aware of the long path that 

must be traveled before each mun is able to be 

truly “free at fast.” 

_ The members of this audience needed to be ac- 

fivated, not to riot, but to begin to play vital roles 

in meeting their commitments to one another as 
human beings. 

Dr, King, because of the respect he commands 

_ and because of his reputation for employing non- 

violent methods to achieve his aim, was the man 

who could have motivated these people. He failed. 

While his eloquence may have temporarily in- 
spired his listeners, his message was neither force- 
ful. nor properly directed to move the audience to 
Tecognize their own responsibility and to meet that 
responsibility. 

We have waited more than a hundred years for 
education to make significant strides in this area, 
but to no avail. If there ever was a time for just 
talking about the civil rights movement, it has cer- 
tainly passed.
